All  this  combines  to  render  it  most  attrac- 
tive as  a  BOMB,  and  the  watchful  care  of  the  fiMulty  extends 
to  the  physical  comforts,  moral  and  religious  character,  and 
hygienie  needs  of  the  citudents,  as  well  as  to  their  mental 
education. 

No  day  pupils  are  received,  as  all  are  required  to  board 
in  the  building,  so  that  a  most  careful  oversight  may  be 
maintained.  Begular  outdoor  exercise,  with  calisthenics 
and  gymnastics,  ensure  a  healthy  physical  development. 
The  teachers  are  chosen  for  their  exeellent  moral  and  re> 
ligioos  character  as  well  as  for  their  literary  oulture  and 
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ability  to  impart  instruoiion,  so  that  parents  may  rest 
assured  that,  while  the  College  is  non*seotarian,  every  pains 
is  taken  to  watch  over  the  moral  and  religions  principles 
of  the  students.
